REPORT SAYS CHOLERA

Correspondent Sends Unceniored
Dispatch to London From Malta.

DECLARES NEWS IS DOCTORED

Thirty Arabs Hold Otit for Three

Days !n House in Oasis.In¬
vaders Are Forced

Back.

LONDON. November 4.."Ananias in his
palmiest days never wrote half as many
falsehoods and misrepresentations as have
appeared in the Italian press and in the

^ official statements Issued bv the Italian
government," telegraphs the correspond¬
ent of Reuter's Telegram Company, Lim¬
ited, at Tripoli, who arrived at Malta to¬
day.
From Malta he was able to send an un-

rensored message which contains a pessi¬
mistic description of the condition of the
Italian army around what he terms the
besieged city of Tripoli. He says:
"To sum up the results of the cam¬

paign: The Italians hold, with nearly
twice as many men, half the ground that
they held three weeks ago. They, have
lost in killed and wounded, not counting
t c sick, well over 1,000 men. Many
Arabs have been ki.led and vast numbers
were snot in cold biood. Now 25.UU0 sol¬
diers find themselves with their backs to
the sea. ciamped and confined, with an
a<ti\e enemy within a few yards of them
and with cholera raging among them;
for. despite official efforts to conceal the
truth there have been many cases among
tie troops, and the civil population is
suffering so much that whole streets in
Tripoli have been closed by armed sen¬
tries.

Italians Fight Bravely.
There has been no disgrace. On the

contrary, the Italian troops fought with
great courage and their officers set a
noble example."
The correspondent says of the engage¬

ment of October ^
'Far from being a decisive victory, the

fight nearly ended in disaster, and would
r have if the enemy had had a few thou¬

sand men at any point Instead of a
few hundred. The Italian line wu broken
in two places by less than J00 Arabs,
who had reached the cover 6f the resi-
«Trial oasis, thus placing themselves
ft ween the town and the line of de¬

fense. The situation was saved only
. b> a gaiiant iiiarse of ii>0 dis.iiounieu

cavalry, who lost heavily, but managed
to ki.l off a majority ot- the storming

"Thirty Arabs held out for three days
in a house in the oasis, and could not
be dis.odned until the building was blown
up by mines. If they had been several
thousand strong In-tead of 2i>0 the Arabs
would have had Tripoli completely at
their mercy."

Outer Works Abandoned.
Gen. Caneva. commander of the Italian

forces, according to the correspondent,
became so alarmed that he abandoned all
the outer works southeast of the city, in¬
cluding the strong Turkish fort Mearl.
The whole army worked feverishly
strengthening a new position with barbed
wire entanglements, and were kept under
arms during the night. Reinforcements
from lta.y were dispatched so nurrlediy
that the 15tn Italian Regiment arrived in
ordinary ualiorms, w.thout their neimets.
The Araos have advanced their ai til¬

lers, and are shell.ng ttie Italians. One
shiii dropped into u» n. Canevas head-'
quarurs. The foreign m.iitary attaches
have ,,een kept aboard a boat and not

. permitted to land, the explanation given
be.ng mat it would be too dangerous for
tiiein to go ashore.

Turns Hold Oasis.
The Turks and Arabs, the correspond¬

ent says, ho d the oasis which is fifteen
miles long and from two to five miles
deep, where they can subsist on dates and
ollvett until April, meantime na.assing
the Italians by nightly raids. Every yard
of the oasis forms a natural defense,
which must be fought for. There are no
signs of any preparations on the part of
the Italians to advance. The correspond¬
ent describes tiie spirits of <he invading
army as demoralised. The men expecteu
a. short and sharp campaign. Instead,
they are 4yuig in the trencher with sand¬
storms blowing over or rains soaking
them, with continua night alarms. They
axe disgusted witn Hie war and hate the
country They long to return home. In
the words of the »orrespondent:
"The officers sigh for the pleasures

of Home. Milan and Turin; the mill
hand from San Francisco prays for a

speedy return to the land of sun¬
shine and liign wages, and the lamp¬
lighter from New York dreams of
Tammany Hall and his three dollars
per day." The disj atch continues:

Slaughter Is Oeneral.
"For four days after the engage¬

ment of October 23 the Italian sol¬
diers engaged in indiscriminate
slaughter of the Arab population un¬
der Gen. Caneva's -unction. Caneva
first issued a general order to shoot
all Arabs found w.th arms, but only
when caught by troops in charge of
officers. The troops complained that
numbers of Arabs had Hidden their
arms and resumed their work as hus-
banamen. Thereupon Gen. Caneva is¬
sued another order, to shoot all Arabs
who lould reasonably be suspected of
having borne arms.
"The blood of tne men was up. natural¬

ly, as they had seen tlieir comrades shot
from behind and. it Is reported ev.-n inu
tllated, ti.ough of this it js impossible to

Instances of Cruelty.
The correspondent gives instants wit¬

nessed by himself and his colleagues and
follows with signed statements by the
latter, made at the request of the Brltisn
consul, and affidavits of three German
i esidents in refutation of the Italian
premier'* denial that women and ch.ldren
were shot. These statements, which are
likely to stimulate the agitation against

ACCUSED OF AIDING FRAUD

Heads Two Insurance Companies
Now in Receivers' Hands.

HIS BECORD fN WASHINGTON

Author of Bill Regulating Length of
Sat Pins.Completed His Term

Last March.

NEW YORK, November 4..Harry

Marcy Coudrey, democratic representa¬
tive from the twelfth district of Missouri
until the last term, was arrested in this
city today by agents of the Department
of Justice on an indictment returned
against him and eig t other officials of
the Continental Life Assurance Company
and the International Fire Assurance
Company, by the St. Louis federal grand
jury Jast Saturday charging him with
using the mails to defraud. He made
no protest and said he was willing 10
go back to St. Louis at once. He left
shortly after his arrest in charge of
Agent PIgniuolo, who made the arrest.
Coudrey until three weeks ago was the

president of the Continental Life Assur¬
ance Company and the International Fire
Assurance Company of St. Louis. An in¬
vestigation by the government resulted in
the indictment of Coudrey and eight other
officials of the two companies and
plunged both companies into the hands of
receivers.

Kept Away From St. Louis. j
Coudrey has been missing since the in¬

dictment, and agents of the department
have been searching the country for him. I
He had been in New York almost since
the investigation started and was stop¬
ping at the Pierpmt Hotel on West 33d
street.
Harry Marcy Coudrey is one of the I

best known men in St. Louis, is a mem¬
ber of a dozen clubs and generally I
regarded as a millionaire. He was
elected to Congress in 1905, but was
not seated until the close of the first
session because of an entanglement In
the counting of votes. He was elected
again in 1907 and again in 1909, finish¬
ing his term last March. Ho was the
author of the bill regulating the size
of women's hatpins in the District of I
Columbia and also introduced a bill
which called for a fine of $60 for the
owners of public clocks which did not
keep correct time.

Posed as Promoter.
With other things charged against Cou¬

drey, according to the Department of Jus¬
tice, Is that while a member of Congress
he promoted various business schemes,
using the letter head of the House of
Representatives and other stationery of I
the government. It Is claimed by the De¬
partment of Justice that he used the con-I
gressional office building as an office tot
carry on the business In which he was In- I
terested.
When the investigation began In St.

Louis into Coudrey's connection with the
Continental Life Assurance Company and
the International Fire Assurance Com-1
pany it is said by the Department of
Justice that he was promoting a concern
known as the Lincoln National Holding
Company, which was to be capitalised at
>15,000,000.

Soliciting for Holding Company.
It was learned tonight that Mr. Cou¬

drey has been in this city for several
weeks trying to Interest investors in the
Lincoln National Holding Company. It
is said it was his intention to move the
concern from Washington to New York.
He has been transacting his business,
it is said, from the office of Charles'
Barry, who has an office in the Trioune
building. Mr. Barry, who is secretary of
the drainage board of Chicago, is coun¬
sel for Coudrey.
One of the investors whom Coudrey

had succeeded in interesting in his
insurance company was H. E. Insley
of Colorado, former meir>:r of the
House cf Representatives, and com¬
missioner of supplies for Denver. Mr.
Insley, now a resident of Kansas City!
is stopping with his wife at 51 West
16th street, and when seen tonight was
firm in his conviction that Coudrey
had been wrongfully arrested.

Calis It Conspiracy.
"It looks to me like a conspiracy on

the part of somebody in St. Louis,"
said Mr. Insley.

I have known Mr. Coudrey only a few
weeks, but understand from everybody
with whom he is acquainted that he is an
honest, upright business man. He outlined
the policies of the Lincoln National Hold¬
ing Company to me, and I decided to be-
ome interested financially. In fact, I in¬
tend to become ass >c,ated with the con¬
cern next week. You can say tor me that
I have the highest regard for Mr. Cou-
cre.v and the utmost faith In his Integrity.
I do not believe he has done anyth..ig to
his discredit."

BALTIMORE, Md.t November 4..The I

gubernatorial campaign closed tonight J
with a rousing republican mass meeting
at the Lyric, the principal speakers be¬
ing the candidate. Phillips Lee Golds-
borough, former United States Senator
Wellington and Representative Parran.
While the chairmen of both parties

are claiming victory by substantial
majorities, the indications are that the
result will be the closest in the history
of the state-
Just prior to the meeting tonight Mr.

Goldsborough gave the following state¬
ment to The Star correspondent:
"I have campaigned In twenty-two

counties of the state and in Baltimore
city. Never before has the moral sense
of the people been so aroused. They are
looking to the republican party for deliv¬
erance from the political oppression in
which they are now held in bondage. I
have every reason to believe that our ma¬
jority in the counties will be very sub¬
stantial, and the city of Baltimore gives
assurances of repeating its demand for
good government, as in 1895."

the indictment against him, as was ex-

ipected. as Representative Harris has
asked Distr'ct Attorney Pelletler to defer
the arraignment for a few days, and his
request has been granted.

Report of New Evidence.
New evidence -urportlng to show that

the minister and Miss Linnell were to¬
gether on the day she took cyanide of
potassium is alleged to have been fur¬
nished the prosecution by Herbert O. Col¬
lins, a Brockton man, who believes he
saw the two together at the South sta¬
tion snortly alter 1 o'clock the day of
M ss Linneil's death, October 14. Collins
claims to have known both the girl and
her companion well.

Casas Grandes, and Policarpo Rueda,
former provisional governor of the state
of Chiapas. It bears the date of Oc¬
tober 16.

of the proposed revolt were found.

Former Supt. Stuart Predicts
They Will Be Regular

Thing.
That moving- picture shows would

soon be in every schoolhouse. and that
the boys and girls of the city would
go to school at night to be amused, was
the assertion of ex-Supt. of Schools A.
T. Stuart at a meeting of the parents
of pupils, friends, pupils and teachers
of the Eckington and Emery Schools,
at the United Brethren Churrh, North
Capitol and R street, last evening.
Mr. Stuart declared the boys and

girls, as well as the parents, would
come to the shows in the schoolhouses
because they would be free.
"We have not done all we can in

this line yet," he declared. "We are
going back to the old idea of making
the schoolhouse a social center, xhe
home and school assoclat.ons are a

step in that direction. It will now
be up to my successor. Dr. Davidson,
to develop the school as a social cen¬
ter."
Following Mr. Stuart's address. Miss

Adelaide Davis, principal of EmerySchool, declared she would furnish the
boys for the evenings if the board of
education would furnish the school
building, light and other "needfuls.''

School a Social Center.
Rf/v. C. E. Ful'z, pastor of the church,

wa/ also heartily in accord with the
i<iya of making the school a social cen-
tr/r, "for," said he, "the boys now have
y.o place to meet. They cannot meet on
the front lawns because 'Keep off the
grass' signs are up everywhere.
"They cannot meet on the street cor¬

ners, because a bluecoat is continually
coming along the street. And every one
knows how impossible it is for boys to
meet in the house. It is "Don't touch
that, John,' and the boy is continual iy
doing something he should not do. Yes.
surely, boys need some place to meet.
We r>avt n.li n of do 4k' wortu o
school buildings here, which are in use
only about five hours a day. I think we
should get some use of them during the
other nineteen."
Uiner bpianers were Dr. William M.

Davidson, superintendent of the public
schools of this city; Edgar S. Martin,
executive sec etary of the District branch
of the Boy Scouts of America, and Henry
P. Blair, member of the board of educa¬
tion. Selden M. Ely, supervising princi¬
pal of the fifth division, presided. James
E. West, national executive secretary of
the Boy Scouts of America, was unable
to be present.

Boy Must Act the Ideal.
"The Boy Scout movement can supple¬

ment the work we are doing in the public
schools." said Supt. Davidson. "We
teach ideals in the schools, but to realize
an ideal a Hoy must act that ideal. Stan¬
dards and ideals are of no use as abstract
qualities. Seventy-live per cent of the
time in the scnool is spent listening to
the teacher or his fellow schoolmates talk.
Ideals are set up before the boys, but
they don't get a chance to put them Into
action except when among their play¬
mates.

Point of Contact.
Street car 636, operated by Motorman

Randolph Dewey and Conductor C. E.
Rickett. bound north of 1st street, struck
the automobile just in front of the rear
wheel. The automobile was pushed a con¬
siderable distance and was turned partly
around.
All in the automobile were badly shaken

by the Impact. The two men on the rear
seat tumbled backward, and Mr. and Mrs.

They pro¬
posed to move to the St. James Hotel,
and had been taken as passengers
from that point- Miss M. Robinson of
New York city, Paul F. Carpenter of
Los Angeles. Cal., and J. Ashby Wright
of 1104 H street northeast were also
passengers on the automobile.

Passenger's View of Responsibility.
"The responsibility for the accident

seems to me to rest equally between the
chauffeur of the automobile and the
motorman of the street car," said Mr.
Carpenter last night. "Either could have
avoided the accident, I am sure, had he
been willing to give to the other vehicle
the right-of-way.
"The heavy automobile, of coi.se, was

more clumsy to hanule. The motorman

DENOUNCE WATEE RATE RAISE

Playgrounds Item Also Is Con¬
demned.Universal Transfer
Bill Meets Opposition.W.

Coming to the support of the half-
and-half principle of appropriationsfor the District of Columbia, without
compromise, and taking the first stepstoward the establishment of » Armpolicy to look to the safeguarding of
the integrity of the* organic act of
187S. the Federation of Citizens' Asso¬
ciations at its annual meeting lust
night took the first step toward en¬
rolling Itself beneath the banner of th«
defenders of the District s birthright.In a resolution presented by the presi¬dent, W illiam McK. Clayton, who was re¬
elected last night, this organization dis¬
cussed from all angles attempts that
have been proposed to destroy piece¬meal the covenant between the Districtand the Hnlted States, wherelby theUnited States should pay exactly onedollar for every dollar the taxpayers of
the District spend upon the capital of
the nation.
It was not suggested that any violentassault would be made to wipe out thisprinciple of appropriation, but it waspointed out.and in no weak terms.thatMich items a - the r«-.-ent playgrounds' ap¬propriation. whereby the District psv*! L?.r, f,he J018' of * Single feature of thehill is but an entering wedxe which. Iffollowed up. would wreck the entire sys¬tem for which the friends of the Districthave been standing' fast since 1878

Committee to Investigate.
Rather than take hasty action on the

; matter, the federation determined to
study It closely, and to that end appoTnt-ed a committee to report upon It. How-

| ever, it was p ainly ev.dent that the f«d-J eratlon is deeply in sympathy with th«
. sentiments of the resolut on. although tha'.action taken was regarded as conserva¬
tive and as mer.ly putting the adoption' of the resolution over to another meet-' ing.

; Tne text of the resolution Is aa follows
i '"nils association believes In the maln-] tenance In full force and Integrity of th*
. organic act of 1R7S, that contract subslst-
ing between the national government andthe District of Columbia for a period of
more than thirty years.
"We believe that any disturbance ar

' breach of financial relations existing be¬
tween the national government and the
District of Columbia, while disastrous to
the District, would also be violation of
the good faith of Congress as legislatedinto said act.
"While we regret that the board »t

District Commissioners, the only official
representatives of the people before Con¬
gress, appear to be neither realous nor
steadfast In their advocacy of this pact,
as the people of the District have a right
to expect and a right to Insist upon, we
congratulate the taxrayers of the Dis¬
trict that they have In The Evening Star
so firm, so consistent and so constant a
champion of this charter of their financial
and political rights.
"We record our opposition to anv con¬

gressional exception to this agreement
of every degree or kind. ar>d to the end
that the progress of a District approprla

i tlon bill in Congress may be c oselv
watched for possible Infractions of this
agreement we recommend that a coni-
mlrtee be formed, to be called the com-
mlttee on organic act, and to be prepared
to appear before any committee of Con-
gress and to oppose any violation of ths
act of 1878."

Commissioners Are Scored.
In support of this resolution, Mr. Clay¬

ton said, in part:
"We have no quarrel with the Com¬

missioners. Thia is simply to establish
our policy in regard to this matter of
extreme importance. We yielded up
our franchise thirty years ago, and
have, seen millions of dollars expended
without our voice, and the rommin-
sloners should realize this. Therefore
this committee should be formed to
watch for possible violations of the
organic act.
"The C Ommtssloners themselves are

violating the act when they ask the tax¬
payers of the District to put their !.and~
in "their pockets to pay for water meter*
I believe the I'nited States should pay
half.
"The federation should take notice of

the police and firemen's pension fund and
see that it is properly entered in the
next apropri:itlon act. and the Cnlted
States should pay one-half, for the. pen¬
sion fund Is as much i part of the two
departments as fuel and supplies.
"The playgrounds Item was a viola¬

tion of that promise of the Cntted
8tates to pay half of the District's ex¬

pense. and it is on such matters as
tills that we should st:ind together and
declare we will net accent another such
appropriation We do not be'leve ther^
is any attempt to overthrow the organic
act by d'rect assault, but sapp'ng and
undermining will continue at all times
unless some one takes a hand to stop It.
"The manner of paying for street ex¬

tensions is a violation of the organic act:
and when a speaker can assemble so

many Ins'an^es offhand it is about time
to form a vigilant committee to keep
watch for further depredations."
The Commissioners' action in raising

the water rates of the District without a

hearing was the subject of lengthy dis¬
cussions. Before he h id finished with his
speech in favor of the organic act com¬
mittee Mr. Clayton said:
"We believe that the cost of any ex¬

tension of the w^ter meter system should
be met by appropriation, reatilarlv car¬
ried in the District appropriation Mil. and
in no other way, and we request that
such an item be subm"ted to Congress
by the District Commissioners."

Oppose Playgrounds Item.
This feature of the remarks will prob¬

ably be called up at the next meeting byi
the presentation of a formal motion. Mr.®
Clayton also fathered a request which
will go to the Commissioners, asking them
to oppose the retention of the playground
item in its present form in the next ap¬
propriation act.
The report of the committee which

called on Commissioner Judson to ask
him to speak before the federation ex¬

plaining the Commissioners' views In the
matter of raising the water rates, was
the forerunner to a heated debate on ths
entire water proposition.
